|. Definition. “Heart” is a broad & comprehensive concept in 

both Testaments that refers to the seat and center of a 

man’s life; the inner man; the essence of the many facets of 

his personality; the core of his being; our “contro! center.” 
Prov. 4:23: "Above all else, guard your heart, for 
everything you do flows from it." 


ll. As the Seat of Man’s Inner Life, the Heart is... 
a. The seat of the intellect. With the heart, man considers 
and reflects (Deut. 8:5), and obtains knowledge of the 
Word (Ps. 119:11). The heart has thoughts and intentions 
(Heb. 4:12), and is also the source of evil thoughts, 
schemes, and activities (Matt. 15:19-20). 


b. The seat of man’s emotional life. For example, the 
heart has desires, it rejoices, can become sorrowful, can 
become embittered, and is capable of /ove (e.g., Deut. 6:5). 


c. The seat of man’s spiritual existence. With the heart 
man believes, resulting in righteousness (Rom. 10:9-10). 


For Christians, the heart becomes the abode of Christ and 
the Holy Spirit. The heart should be purified (1 Tim. 1:5) 
and circumcised unto God (Rom. 2:29). 


d. The seat of man’s volitional life (i.e., relating to choice 
and decision-making). The heart seeks, chooses—and is 

susceptible to hardening (Ex. 7:22-23). As men harden their 
hearts before God, they are given over to sin (Rom. 1:21, 24). 


lll. Summary & Challenge. 
i. All of the spiritual aspects of man, including our Hearts, 
must be regulated by the objective truths of Scripture. 


ii. Whatever we value most will become the central focus 
of our life and our personality. Where is your heart today? 
Matt. 6:21: "For where your treasure is, there 

your heart will be also."
